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(57) Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To keep the luminous quantity of a light 
emitting element array to a prescribed value by allowing 
an auxiliary photodetecting element provided 
corresponding to a light emitting element to receive the 
rays of light from the light emitting element and 
feeding back an output obtained in response to the 
received light amount from the auxiliary photodetecting 
element to the said light emitting element. 

CONSTITUTION: The auxiliary photodetecting element 20 
for monitor is provided to receive a part of the light 
from the light emitting element 10, an output is fed to 
a light emitting element drive circuit 12 from the 
auxiliary photodetecting element 20 via a feedback 
circuit 22, the luminous quantity of each dot of the 
light emitting elements 10 is controlled to be constant 
by controlling its power supply voltage to arrange the 
luminous quantity of all the light emitting elements 10 
finally thereby controlling the output of the auxiliary 
photodetecting element 20, i.e., a reading photodetector 
18 to be constant. Thus, the luminous quantity of the 
light emitting array is controlled without being 



affected by secular change of the light emitting element 
and other circuit components or temporary change due to 
temperature change. 
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
